There are millions of homeless people in Britain, and the 
numbers are rising. The recent changea in Housing Benefit make it 
almost impossible to get a bend or rent in advance from the DHSS 
and the fair rent scheme has been abolished, Landlords can now 
charge extortionate rénts for run down houses, and youn, or 


unemployed people will now find it even harder to find somewhere 
to live. 


h: 


With this being the year-of Shelter for the Homeless, the 

media has often reported on the thousands of young people: who 
iive in emergency hostels or sleep rough in the major cities. 
Sut amongst all this publicity, nowhere hava I seen the majer 
alternative = squatting, shown in a positive way. 


- There are millions of empty houees, flats and offices in 
Britain, often houses are left empty while awaiting demolition or 
renovation, Landlords sometimes leave their properties empty to 
avoid paying rates while waiting for house prices to rise, or 
even begause they forget about them, Whatever the reason, why 
should people be denied shelter and a home while houses are left 
rotting? A piace to live is a human right, not a privilege, and 
peoples needs should’ come before profit. ñ 


Contrary to the popular myths about squatting, we do not take 
over other peoples homes while they are on holiday or out shop- 
ping, we don't want to make other people homeleas, and it is 
illegal to take houses which are already being occupied, We use 
houses which are left empty and wasted, 


It is NOT illegal to squat - it is a civil offence between the 
owner and the occupiers. Once you ars in a squat and have contrel 
over entry into the house ( in practical terms this means change 
ing the locks ), you are the legal ocoupier, and can only be 
hegaliy evicted by being- taken to court. We can get gas and 
electricity acceunts and pay rates like any other householder. 


: Many councils and private landlords wreck their own houses to 
prevent squatters moving ἐπ. Ripping up floorboards, pouring 
cement down drains,’ smashing toilets etc is not uncommon, We 
apona a ist of time, energy, and money making mounes habitable, 


A new 3evəlopme: t in this area is where a group of people form 
a housing co-op amo make an agreement with a local housing assoc- 
: dation, whereby they live in the housing sssociations houses 
-which are waiting te have work done on tnem. In one case I know 
`of, the -people do not have to pay any rent, but as they are a 
housing co-op, they can claim rent allowance and use it to do up 
the houses, They could stay in a particular house for a few weeka 
up to a year or more, and them hopefully they would be offered...

POLICE PURGE ON SQUATTERS IN LEEDS Š 


On the 18th of February, 1988, a Leeds squat was illegaily 
evictad by the police, and the seven occupants arrested and charg~ 
ed with criminal damage, Their posessiona were thrown out into 
the street and retrieved by some neighbours and stered in their 
cellar. This house was also a squat. The police went to this 

' house to search it, without a warrant, and threatened te arrest 
the secupants if they did not co-opsrate, They confiscated 
large amount cf literature, posters and personal belor 
arrested the three eccupants for conspiracy to cause ör 
damage. The threas were held for 28 hours And released without 
charge. t 

Tha first group of people whe had been arrested had their 
chargea changed to illegally obtaining electricity and were rem- 
anded for a week for having posession of a ‘substantiel amount of 
left-wing literature’, During this time, they were questioned - 
about A,.L.F. animal rights activities - what is the donnection? 
Other people who went to visit them were also questioned about 
this. It seems that the charge of theft of electricity was an 
afterthought, the police. have warned that they are going to run 


squatters out of the area. “ç

STAMFORD HILL ESTATE, LONDON 


On March 9th, 1988, the squatted Stamford Hill council housing 
eatate in Stoke Newington wad evicted in a mass operation by 
beliiffs and police. Mere than 370 people were made homeless and 
hundreds of supporters gathered to help resist the evictions, some 
of which were carried out illegally. For publicity, the council 
claimed that the flats were to be offered to homeless families on 
the council waiting list, but apparantly this has not happened, 
Hackney council have spent over £1,000,000 in the last year on 
"security sereens" (steel doora) ts prevent - 
homeless psopie living in the houses and 
flats that the counsil have neglected to 
put to use. I

The march was in opposition to Clause 28, which has now 
been passed as law. It prohibits the “intentional promotion of 
homosexuality by local councils, and the phrase is 8ο vague it 
can be interpreted as the individual councils wish. This means 
that council funding for lesbian/gay projects, helplines, youth 
workers, clubs etc will be illegal, Alternative bookshops 
stocking ‘offending’ booka may lose council subsidies, and many 
library books will have to be removed. 


Obviously the aim of this is te drive homosexuality back 
underground and encourage the post-AIDS new morality, with a 
leaning towards Victorian values and ‘the family’. But without 
positive images οἵ. being gay, how can we combat the constant 
negative distorted images portrayed in the media and else~ 
where? Many of the projects which will be stopped are self-help 
groups, like gay helplines, for the mutual support of gay men 
and women. ` i 3 


Ρ Gay men are oftan blamed for being the cause of the ATDS 
epidemic, the "gay plague". Thia is ridiculous - in Africa, AIDS 
has always been a heterosexual problem, like it is becoming 
here.

T ` On the other. hand, tha organic gardener is the ecolog~ 
ical gardener, mindful of the delicate systems of nature and 
careful not to pollute, upset ór over~exploit these balances. 


As a vegan , I also reject plant-foods and manures that 
moat organic gardeners may take for granted, such as fish, blood 
and bons meal fertilisers and, perhaps less obviously, animal 
manures which I see as being a by-product of the animal abuse 
industries. 'Green' manures are provided by crops such as comfrey 
which can be either dug in or rotted down in rainwater with 
nettles to provide a combined plant food and insect repellant, or 
agricultural mustard and vetches {tares) which I am trying out 
for the first time this year, Seaweed also acts as a fine atg- 
anis fertiliser which builds lasting humus in the soil, I am 
fortunate in living on the Thames estuary, where it is washed up. 
on the beach in large supply every autumn, but for those living { 
iniand, Chase Organics provide concentrated seaweed meals and 
liquids by post. :

... Organic compost is made from any 
kitchen or garden wastes (weeds, lawn 
. mowings, onion skins, cabbage leaves) 
piled into heaps and left to break 
down. There are brands of compost act- 
ivator on the market, but I find House 
hold Liquid Actiyator to be effective, 
which consists of one part urine to 3 
parts rainwater. Leafmoid is also val- 
uable in the soil, previding both food 
and building up the humus, collect as 
many dry leaves as you can in the 
autumn, laave them to be broken down 
by worms and bacteria over a year or 
ao, then simply dig in. 


It is good, basic practice to rotate 
the four main categorias of craps, 
these being potatoes; brassicas, which 
includes cabbages, sprouts, broccoli, 
kale, cauliflower and also radishes, 


turnips and tomatoes; root crops such as beetroot, carrots, 


onions, parenips, swiss chard and lettuce; and the legumes - 
broad beans, peas, runner beans etc. The two main reasons for 
crop rotation are 1) prevention of diseases such as clubroot or 
eselworm which will build up in the soil whon the same crop is 
grown in the same place year in, year out, and 2) that the food 
reguivements of the various piant groups are different. I don't 
want to start getting technical, but briefly, potatoes and the 
brassicas are heavy feeders requiring plenty of moisture rotain- 
ing compost and green manures such as dug in comfrey. These bouid 
be followed by, say, a legume such as peas, which have bacteria 
in their roots that fix nitrogen in the soii. The root cropa 
should: then find most of their nutritional requirements in the 
lightly forked soil that follows the peas. 


The main planting season is from March to April, although 
seeds can be sewn indoors in potting compost during January and 
February in order to get a head start on the weeds that will in- 
evitably. plague you. Therefore it is important te have the area 
that you have decided to cultivate prepared by this time, whici 
means plenty of digging through the late autumn and winter months. 
This is probably the time you'll wish you hadn't bothered, when 
the cold is numbing your fingers or the fog is plastering your 
mohican across your face, and every spadeful seems te weigh 8. 
ton. But in the spring the earth should just need a light forking 
over, treading down arid raking to a fine tilth ready to be seeded, 
The real joy comes. one late afternoon when the sky is blue, the 
sun is dropping low and you are alone with nothing but your 
thoughts, the rhythm of the fork and the song of a solitary thrush 
{or if you prefer Heresy and Napalm Death bootlegs on your per- 
sonal stereo that's your pusiness!), or preparing a meal with the 
fresh, organic tomatoes, leeks, peas, parsnips, potatoes or 
strawberries you have produced.

comfortably as the landlords that live in their enclosures. And 
that not only this common or heath should be taken in and man- 
ured by the people, but all ths commons and waste ground in 
England and in the whole world shall be taken in by the people in 


righteousness, not owning any property but taking the earth to 
be a common treasury”.

There was 
taik and action, Like building a skatepark in the cellar, a gig 
room, tool cooperatives, meetings and lots of food and noise. 


The rates building was renamed the Urban Renewal Centre, 
and it was hoped to promote more information about homelessness, 
empty houses and souncil and landjorda misuse of people, And 
hopefully provide ἃ focus point to how juat what can be done by 
people working together. š λας 


Unfortunately the URC was situated in a prominant arid 
highly visible place, opposite a large police station and next 
to the new court buildings. After four days the eviction order 
came through and on the day itself the squatters held a mass 
evictién carnival. There were people hanging out of windows, 
banging things to make loud noises, throwing streamers etc, and 
lots of friends turned up te show support. Even a few passers 
by actually talked and Looked and saw something very funny yet 
serious, happy and spontaneous in the centre of quite a drab ` 
concrete grey city. š: 


Sadly the 
black flag was taken down, the squatters left for other places, 
the council bricked it up and said there were “plane in the pipe-« 
line" for the building.
